La purge's last picture, 
two feet stiuaro, and are struck with a sense 
of awe as we climb tho ladder and find him 
patting the finishing touches to n figure 
fourteen feet high: and as for sketches— 
things of tho sort which tho nioro modest 
collectors of pictures eagerly seek—such wo 
find in-all directions, some on bits at paper, 
some on a smooth piece of board, when the 
•icrnps of paper fail; hut, however rough 
and hasty, there is not one of them which 
is not impressed with the precious stamp of 
a master hand.— fHoston Transcript.
